These shirts are purple tie dye with the names of all the 
ensembles on the back and “Battlefield Chorus” on the front. 

Throughout this year though, despite the ups and downs the chorus department has remained one BIG 
family. They are there to support each other and lead Battlefield Chorus into another successful year.
